Praise Brandeis

WASHINGTON — Seven asso- 
eiates of Louis D. Brandeis on the 
Supreme Court have written him, 
expressing their regret upon his 
decision to retire and paying high 
tribute to his record and his per- 
sonal character and attainments. 
The letter was signed by Chief 
Justice Charles Evans Hughes and 
Associate Justices Butler, Stone, 
Roberts, Black, Reed and Frank- 
furter. Only Justice McReynolds 
did not sign. In reply to Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes, Mr. Brandeis wrote: 
“You and the associate justices are 
very generous. Our friendship gives 
assurance that throughout the 
years to come we shall remain 
companions.” 

The letter to Brandeis said: “We 
deeply regret that you have found 
it advisable to retire from your 
regular active service as associate 
justice, a service which you have 
rendered for over twenty-two years 
with a vigor and devotion which 
have never been surpassed. Your 
long practical experience and inti- 
mate knowledge of affairs, the 
wide range of your researches and 
your grasp of the most difficult 
problems, together with your power 
on analysis and your thoroughness 
in. exposition, have made your ju- 
dicial career one of extraordinary 
distinction and far-reaching influ- 
nee. 

“It has always been gratifying 
to observe that the intensity of 
your labors has never been per- 
mitted to disturb your serenity of 
spirit, and we shall have an abid- 
ing memory of your never-failing 
friendliness. We trust that, re- 
lieved of the pressing burden of 
regular court work, you may be 
able to conserve the strength which 
has been so lavishly used in the 
public service, and that you may 
enjoy many years of continued 
vigor. We extend to you our best 
wishes and the assurance of our 
affection and profound esteem.”

Rome May Create 
New No Man’s Lands

ROME. — Unless foreign inter- 
vention on behalf of 15,000 foreign 
Jews slated for expulsion March 12 
is successful, it is understood that 
a large number of Polish Jews will 
share the fate of deportees from 
Germany who since last October 
have been detained at the Polish- 
German frontier town of Zbonszyn. 
They are slated for transfer in 
sealed trains to the “no-man’s- 
land” on the Polish-German border. 
Similarly, Rumanian, Greek and 
Hungarian Jews will be dumped on 
their héme countries, while Ameri- 
can, French and British Jews will 
probably be treated in the same 
way, although more diplomatically. 
Concentration camps, either in 
Italy or Germany, loom for Ger- 
man Jews. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of Jews 
from all parts of the country are 
streaming into Rome in a last des- 
perate effort either to find, by can- 
vassing foreign consulates, a coun- 
try of refuge to which they can go 
by March 12, or to appeal to the 
centra] authorities for permission 
to remain in Italy a little while 
longer. The Government had thus 
far failed to give any reply, either 
in the affirmative\or the negative, 
to hundreds of these individual 
pleas.

A year ago, like the king who 
surveys his domain, I traveled to 
parts of our territory and returned 
with a bitter account of the in- 
grat'tude of the citizenry. This 
week I hazarded another incognito

Good 
Jews. they are synagogue members 
in. Evansville, more than fifty 
miles away, and Mr. Newman, not 
aman of great means, gave $100 
to the United Jewish Campaiecn, 
and is a proud member of the 
Evansville B’nai B’rith. But to the 
visitor. it is the 11-vear-old son, 
Leonard. who forms the center of 
conversation. Every Sunday Leon- 
ard attends the Washington Ave- 
nue (Rabbi Milton Greenwald) 
Sunday school in Evansville, and 
excent for the time he was quar- 
antined with chickenpox. has never 
missed a Sunday. desnite snow, 
rain, ice. slect and the big flood. 
Leonard is an accomplished accord- 
ion plaver. too, and studies under 
two teachers. 

Jasper is almost entirely Cath- 
olic, yet Mr. Newman told me that 
Father Couchlin has made the 
merest ripple there. Few people 
talk about him. and fewer I'sten 
to him, Mr. Newman vouchsafed. 

From Jasper I headed southward 
to, Cannelton, where gracing the 
main street is Rosenblatt’s. .I had 
known the late Abe Rosenblatt of 
Hawesville, Ky., directly across the 
Ohio River from Cannelton, and 
T assumed that the store was owned 
by members of the same family. 
As it turned out, Lacer Baker, the 
owher, was a cousin of Mr. Rosen- 
blatt. Tall and light, with jet-black 
straight hair, and deep-set eyes, 
Lacer is a clear-minded, un- 
ashamed, and unassuming young 
Jew, with no psychoses on his re- 
ligion or his own importance. He 
is active in town-affairs, and one 
time arranged for Rabbi J. Mar- 
shall Taxay to deliver the com- 
mencement address for the town 
high school. On one occasion, a 
breakfast for Scout leaders, Lacer

The Wrong Form of Protest 


ig WRITING his letter to us protesting against 

this paper’s stand on the Jewish War Vet “Red 
Hunt,” Mr. Samuel Sofnas of the C. & J. Printing 
Service followed consistently the American prin- 
ciple of democracy and freedom of the press. In 
cancelling his $2.00 Passover greeting, however, 
Mr. Sofnas has, unwittingly this paper prefers to 
believe, perpetrated an error so grave that the 
Jewish War Vets would be among the first to 
voice their condemnation of his action. Following 
through Mr. Sofnas’ reasoning, every advertiser 
in every publication would ugg space only in 
those papers which agreed exactly with the ad- 
vertisers’ point of view. Truth would be sacrificed 
at the expense of expediency, and. the American 
press, and as far as that is eoncerned, the Ameri- 
can people, would become enslaved by the adver- 
tiser’s dollar! 

This paper has a perfect right to criticize the 
action of the Jewish War Vets. This paper be- 
lieves that the Jewish War Vets does not pretend 
to hold that its actions are above criticism. 

So much for that. On July 2, 1987, this paper 
printed the following editorial: : 


PRAISE FOR THE JEWISH VETERAN 

Rapidly rising to the front ranks in the 
Jewish monthly publication field is The Jewish 
Veteran, organ of the Jewish War Veterans 
of the United States. Unquestionably today 
the most-quoted Jewish publication in the 
United States, The Jewish Veteran, although 
edited by a non-professional staff, month after 
month prints articles of such great interest and 
readability, that editors of Anglo-Jewish week- 
lies find a fertile field therein for feature arti- 
cles for their own publications. 

A resume of some of the titles of features in 
the July, 1937, issue gives a ready appreciation 
of the magazine’s interest—“The Jewish La- 
fayette” is a story of Major Benjamin Nones, 
who came to America with the French auxil- 
iaries to help the struggling colonies against 
Britain; “Daughters of 1776,” about Jewish 
ladies of the Revolution; “Sons of The Revolu- 
tion,” in which is named some of the lesser 
known Jewish patriots and their achievements 
in the American Revolution; “Poland’s For- 
gotten Hero” and “England’s Minister of War.” 

As a Fourth of July issue the present number 
tallies again from every standpoint which makes 
a publication worthwhile and enjoyable. Un- 
questionably the articles appeal to the patriotic 


instinct, and as such may find opposition from 
some Jewish quarters. The fact remains how- 
ever, that The Jewish Veterans’ articles find 
their way into more Jewish homes than those 
of any other publication, either by direct entry 
or by reprint in other Anglo-Jewish publica- 
tions, and this alone is testimony to the .maga- 
zine’s success. 

This editorial was reprinted in The Jewish Vet- 
eran, monthly organ of The Jewish War Veterans. 
On April 11, 1938, I wrote the following letter to 
George Fredman, a past National Commander of 
the J. W. V.: 

Dear Mr. Fredman: 

Charles Rosenbaum, B’nai B’rith’s District 2 
president, recently wrote his lodges asking that 
they discontinue opposing the J. W. V. I am 
using the story and suggest you give it to 
Postal (Seven aes and Hy Wishengrad 
(J. T. A.) 

Until the publication of the news article which 
resulted from my suggestion to Mr. Fredman, it 
was generally felt throughout the United States 
that organizaiton of J. W. V. Posts should be 
opposed. However, with stamp of approval of the 
B’nai B’rith, all groups, everywhere, withdrew all 
objections to establishment of new Posts, and the 
War Vets have since experienced phenomenal 
growth. . 

Criticism, comment, controversy, discussion, 
these are fundamentals of democracy. When any 
group attempts to stifle these prerogatives by 
any method it is taking a step whose consequences 
we all know become more familiar with each 
passing day. A group cannot preach democracy 
for itself and deprive others of the same freedom. 

In connection with the letter, and this editorial, 
it should be noted that of all the Jewish War Vet 
readers of this paper, that of all the Jewish War 
Vet advertisers in this paper, none have attempted 
except by the democratic means of letters of dis- 
sent which this paper has printed to abridge the 
right of free speech. When the J. W. V. have 
through their many activities advanced the good 
name of the Jews, provided care and entertain- 
ment for wounded War Vets, this paper has 
commended them; when The J. W. V. takes a 
step which this paper believes is inconsistent 
with good logic and harmful to the Jewish posi- 
tion, this paper will criticise them. Nothing more, 
nothing less, is the heritage and the privilege and 
the obligation of any publication.

The Jewish Frontier Says J. W. V. Is Doing 
Jewry No Service.—The “Jewish War Veterans” 
are an estimable group devoted to pure Ameri- 
canism. At such an objective, none can cavil. We 
do, however, wonder about some of the veterans’ 
methods. In their zeal to display 100 per cent 
patriotism, the Jewish War Veterans are sport- 
ing a button, bearing the slogan: “Fight Commu- 
nism.” Naturally, the Jewish War Veterans have 
just as much of a right as any other organization 
to fight communism if they are so inclined. They 
have every right to wear buttons to show that 
their hearts are in the correct place. But in their 
crusade against all “isms” except Americanism, 
why do they single out communism? Wouldn’t 
their buttons look just as pretty if they added: 
“Fight Fascism”? Surely the Jewish War Vet- 
erans consider fascism and naziism targets wor- 
thy of attack. Of course, we know the answer to 
our rhetorical questions. The Jewish War Vet- 
erans, like a number of other Jewish groups, have 
discovered the source of Jewish woes. People 
think’ that Jews are communists, and if the 
Jewish War Veterans can disassociate Jews from 
the stigma of communism, al] will be well in 
Israel. Father Coughlin will recant in public 
and go out of business. The Bund and allied 
spirits will make a bonfire of their allegations 
and dance ring-around-a-rosy with thajr Jewish 
neighbors. All good Americans wil] learn the 
truth at last, and defamers will bite the dust. 
It is an idyllic picture, and if there were the re- 
motest chance that such would be the ultimate 
outcome, we would have nothing but admiration 
for the brilliance of the strategy.. Unfortunately, 
that is not how it works. Anti-Semitic- prope- 


gandists are not greatly troubled by the accuracy 
of their accusations. Not all the buttons from all 
the button-factories will close one foul mouth or 
stop one imbecile lie. Buttons can only serve 
one purpose: to declare one’s allegiance, one’s 
place in the struggle. And surely no Jews, no 
American of dignity, of elementary self-respect, 
can afford to omit “Fight Fascism” from his 
declaration. 

The Jewish ex-warriors are doing Jewry no 
service. By their emphasis, they are in a sense 
subscribing to the charge they most dread. Pro- 
testations are always suspect. The lady who pro- 
claims her virtue though she be an authentic 
model of chastity, adds little to her fair name. 
No, the Jewish War Veterans have not discovered 
the magic formula which will slay the dragon of 
anti-Semitism. If he is to be felled, it must be by 
direct onslaught and not by side-sallies. If the 
Jewish War Veterans are going in for the role of 
St. George, let them furbish up their armor and 
face the enemy squarely. His name is known.
